The whole idea is just another 
wav of imopressin’ «the dealers and 
gainine their full co-operation. 
The oereement fem doesn’t mean 
anything in particular; the com- 
pany sells just as many bon, fide 
dealers os it can, the number is 
not limited in any way, and of 
course the company sells just as 
minv bytferies as it can without 
overloading the dealers. 

Bul the very fact that the dealer 
signs such an agreement helps a 
gzceat deal to impress the product in 
mind. He may carry this and 
that and the other battery, but he 
is an “authorized” dealer for the 
make of battery the Michigan Auto- 
motive Supply Company, sells him. 

Which one will he push? 

The ene for which he is an au- 
horized dealer, of course, because

The factory knows who the deal- 
ers are in this territory, how many 
there are, and so on. If a factory 
salesman comes along, he doesn't 


have to ask a lot of questions 
about the dealers of the territory. 
or where they are located: he has 
the list. or if he hasn't the house 
can hand him one on the spur oi 
the minute. They don’t have to dig 
back through the. books and say 


“Well, we sold so-and-so in August 
and such-and-such in June.” There 
is the complete list always at hand 
and always with the latest sales, 
and other data, attached. That 
makes it a lot easier for everybody. 

This idea is working out so well, 
that it seems as_if it could very 
eaSily be applied to other lines 
and in wther territories, particu- 
larly where jobbers have major 
lines of this nature.
